Couldn't Explain the Accident.

Ho»pi*al Train Arrives. 


Shortly before midnight a hospital

We were all standing 
up* the car ibelng crowded. Suddenly 
ivo heard an awful noise and then a 
crash. "Women began screaming and 
the next thing L knew I fou-id myself 
rolling clown, an embankment where 
some one picked 'me up ami I found I 
was not badly hurt. It was Impossible 
to describe the scene.
